Seore of Letters Written to Chairman 
ef Council. Finance Committe Ask- 
ing That the Appropriation for Next 
Year Be Curtailed and Closer Scru- 
tiny Exercised in all Directions, for 
the Expose Indicates Possible Lax- 
ity in Various Departments. 


More trouble is in store for Mayor Harri- 
son’s bridgetenders. Many Chicagoans yes- 
terday followed up the attack of the Citi- 
zens’ association and its charges that these 
places are merely sinecures for political fa- 
vorites. They sent letters to Alderman Ma- 
vor, chairman of the City Council's Finance 
committee, demanding that when the appro- 
priation bill for next year is drafted these 
men be paid only salaries commensurate 
with their work. 

The letters demand further that a stop be 
put to the practice of having political hench- 
men holding these places in name, while sub- 
letting them to others on terms which leave 
the henchmen part of the monthly salary. 

It is charged that, as the total pay to 
bridgetenders has increased more than §$12,- 
000 since 1897 without any increase in the 
work performed, it is but fair to presume that 
similar waste prevails in other departments 


of the city government. 
Strong Letters of Protest. 


Each of the letters to Chairman Mavor 
quoted the facts as set forth in the Citizens’ 
association's recent exposé. The letters were 
presented to the members of the Finance 
committee during the afternoon and were 
discussed. It is asserted that they will be 
acted upon when the appropriation bill is 
drafted early in the new year.

The United States Steel corporation has 
just adopted a civil service reform system 
for the 2,000 employés on its lake steamers.

nis way to sign an individual report differ- 


ing with the court on important points and 
giving to Schley the entire credit of the bat- 
tle of Santiago will, it is believed, strike the 
popular fancy, and the people in the Navy 
department are exceedingly bitter at this 
attitude of Admiral Dewey. The result will 
almost certainly be an investigation by Con- 
gress. 

Admiral Schley refuses to discuss the find- 
ing. His friends are much upset over the 
result, but are comforted at the splendid 
tribute paid Schley by Admiral Dewey, the 
only member of the court now in active serv- 
ice, and the one of the three Admirals whose 
opinion the country most probably will re- 
spect. 

Attorney General Rayner of Maryland, 
chief counsel for Schley, said tonight that 
he should advise his client to test the judg- 
ment by an appeal to Congress or by such 
other methods as are open in a case like this. 


Dewey’s Views Please Schley. 


A reporter conveyed the first information 


of the findings of the court to Rear Admiral 
Schiey. He was seated in the public recep- 
tion-room of a hotel, chatting with friends 


and several newspaper men, and evinced no 


signs of nervousness over the outcome. 
When the conclusions of Admiral Dewey 
were read to him Rear dmiral 
showed his pleasure, and it was evident from 
his manner that he regarded the statement 
from Admiral Dewey as a vindication of Kis 
cause. He declined to make any statement 
concerning the court's findings, and, excus~ 
ing himself from the little company which 
had gathered about him, went to his apart- 
ments, where Mrs. Schley had been anxious 
ly waiting to hear the court's decision. 
Later the official copy was brought to the 


hotel by a messenger from the Navy depart- 


ment. 
President of Court Silent. 

Admiral Dewey was seen late tonight and 
declined to make any statement concerning 
the court’s findings. He said that the court 
was not dissolved and that he was still bound 
by his oath of secrecy. Secretary Long and 
Judge Advocate Lemly positively decline to 
discuss the findings in any phase. The Sec- 
retary received the reports at 5 o’clock this 
evening, and he has not yet acted upon them. 
It is probable that he will simply append his 
signature with the word approved to the 
whole record. The court itself recommends 
no further proceedings owing to the lapse of 


time. 
Result a Complete Surprise. 


The result was a complete surprise, and no 


prophesy had approached the truth. Instead 
of one report there were two. Both are 
signed by George Dewey, President, and by 


Samuel C. Lemly, as Judge Advocate, Thie 


is a form said to be recognized in all courts 
of inquiry, the signatures of the other meme 
bers not being necessary. Bultitisexplained 
that Admiral Dewey signed the second re- 
port, a minority report, to express his qua- 
fication of or dissent from the views en- 
pressed by the court comprising beside him- 
self Rear Admirals Benham and Rameay in 
the first report. 


Blockade Alone Is Upheld. 

In its finding the court acquits Schley of 
the charge originally brought against him by 
Rear Admiral Sampson, that the night 
blockade at Santiago was maintained at a 
distance of twenty-five miles from shore. 
This is practically the only charge which was 
not sustained in the view of a majority of 
the court. 

The finding which was signed by Admire! 
Dewey as President of the court declared 


that Schley should have proceeded with more 


dispatch from Key West to Cienfuegos, thax 
he should have blockaded that harbor more 
closely; and that he should have endeavored 


while there to secure actual information as

NAW TARIEP FOR ITALY, 


PREMIER TELLS OF POLICY TO BE 
ADOPTED AT ONCE. 


b Treaties to Be Negotiated 


with Austria, Germany, and Other 
Nations and Protection Given to 
Home Labor and Markets—Naples to 
Be Developed Into Great Manufac- 
turing Center—Ratlroad Systems to 
Be Extended Throughout Kingdom. 


ROME, Dec. 13.—Sig. Zanardelli, the Ital. 
jan Premier, announced today that he hoped 
to conclude commercial treaties with Ger- 
many and Austria benefiting Italian agri- 
culture. With that end in view the Premier 
said he was studying a tariff which it was 
proposed would eventually provide a 
means of defense against foreign tariffs. 
The government also hoped to conclude satis- 
factory agreements with Russia and Brazil. 

Sig. Zanardeili said the country ought to 
endeavor to make Naples a great manufac- 
turing center by pouring capital in it. He 
intended during the next session of the 
Chamber of Deputies to introduce a bill to 
establish two direct lines of railroads be- 


tween Rome and Naples and to reduce the 


journey between. the two cities to two and 
one-half hours. 

Continuing, the Premier said he also 
hoped it might be possible to construct a 
central railroad between Bologna, Florence, 
and Rome, thus reducing the journey be- 
tween Milan and Naples to nine hours. 

Another bill to be introduced would propose 
the construction of aqueducts in Apulia, a 
province of southern Italy. These meas- 
ures would not disturb the national finances, 
said the Premier, because the work would be 
taken in hand gradually. 


LONDON CUT OFF BY STORM. 


English Capital Practically Isolated by 
the Gale—Great Loss of Life 
Is Feared. 


{BY LE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNTD.] 

LONDON, Dec. 14, 3 a. m.—The capital of 
England has now been practically tsolated 
telegraphically from the rest of the United 
Kingdom for twenty-four hours. 

The snow-storm and gale are worse than 
anything that has been experienced here 
since the terrible winter of 1881. . 

The cable companies are greatly handi- 
capped owing to nearly all land wires being 
blown down. Only one is working into the 
general postoffice in London. Fifteen hun- 
red men are employed in this city alone re- 
storing the wires. 

The underground cable from London to 
Birmingham has been the only constant 
means of communicating with the midlands 
since the storm commenced. Its usefulness 
will probably lead to the extension of this 
system, as it is pointed out how dangerous 
the present state of affairs would be in time 
of war. 

Stories of disasters at sea are coming in 
only slowly, but it is feared that the tale of 
loss of life will be appalling when com- 
munication is restored. 7

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CHICAGO MEN WIN POINT. 
IN FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Plan to Increase Number of Vice Presi- 
dents Denounced by C. O. Sherman, 
Charles Dold, and J. H. Bowman. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 13.—At today’s session 
of the convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor the proposition to increase 
the number of Vice Presidents from six to 
eight was defeated after a warm debate. 

C. O. Sherman of Chicago started the 
discussion by attacking the Executive 
council, saying that the council was a reg- 
ular Tammany and that the attempt to in- 
crease the membership was done for the pur- 
pose of further intrenching itself. 

Charles Dold, also of Chicago, said it was 
common gossip all over the country that 
the council was absolutely in control of the 
federation. He thought thé council mem- 
bership should be decreased. 

John P. Reese of lowa, representing the 
miners,- caused a stir by saying that the 
Executive council was made up of men of 
brains who could “lead the common herd 
of delegates on the floor.“ 

J. H. Bowman, who represents 150,000 
‘members of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, vigorously protested against Reese's 
remarks, as did several other delegates. 
Speeches were made by a dazen delegates 
for and against the increase, after which 
a vote was taken and the proposition de- 


A resolution instructing all affiliated bodies 
to hold absolutely aloof from all connection 
with militia was laid on the fable. 

A resolution was adopted instructing the 
President fo telegraph a protest of the 
American Federation of Labor to the Presi- 
dent of the United States against the con- 
firmation of the appointment of Francis 
Baker as Judge of the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals in Indiana on the 
ground that his father, Judge John H. 
Baker, had granted injunctions against 
union workmen. 

The convention decided to increase the 

r capita tax of national and interna- 
ional unions from one-third to one-half of 1 
per cent per member per month, and also 
agreed to raise the per capita tax of federal 
and local trade unions from five to 10 cents 
a month for each member, the increase of 
five cents to go toward the raising of a 
defense fund for those unions. 

Consideration of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Boycotts consumed much of the 
time of the evening session. There was a 
struggle over the matter of boycotting a 
cash register company of Qhio. Both sides 
explained the trouble, and as a result the 
company was placed on the unfair list 
by a large viva voce vote.

Stevenson testified that Dowie interfered 
in the plaintiff’s family affairs. In support 
of this statement a letter was introduced, 
written by Mrs, Stevenson to her husband, 
which contained these words: 

Thank God we shall have some peace 
now, John has gone.“ , 

Testifying as to a scene with Dowie, which 
brought on the break between them, Mr. 
Stevenson sald: 

“It was in Zion Home that we had our 
talk. I demanded a settlement, and he paced 
up and down the roomtearing mad. Hetold 
me that No man could boss him.’ He told 
me I was nothing but a hired man instead of 
a partner and sharer in Zion prosperity. He 
then suggested that we settle our difficulty 
in prayer. 

“*I am an Englishman,’ I said, and no 
man can talk to me as you have done. You 
think you have your foot on my neck, but 
you will find that you are mistaken.’ ”’

Henley, and has it not to do with Stevenson? 
But there can be no doubt that the general 
feeling is that its publication was a mistake. 
Stevenson in his published letters had con- 


stantly spoken in terms of admiration and 


affection for Mr. Henley, and the latter's 
attack on his dead friend was a painful sur- 
prise. For attack it certainly was, whether 


Mr. Henley meant it to be so or not. The sum 


of the article is that Stevenson was an in- 
tense egoist; that he was constantly posing; 
that he was at varicus times guilty of Mttie 
meannesses, which are unspecified but 
Plainly hinted, and that Mr. Henley does 
not like Stevenson's moral essays and does 
not care for his stories. 

Undoubtediy Mr. Henley speaks the truth 
when he says that Stevenson was in- 
cessantly and passionately interested in Ste- 
venson.“ But was that not precisely what 
was to have been expected? Stevenson was 
unquestionably a genius. Had he been «a 
commonplace man he would have felt him-

Mr. Henley says in effect 


that he does not care to read Stevenson, 
Probably he haa not read Stevenson's letter 
to Dr. Hyde, in which the writer says that, 
even admitting that the worst things Hyde 
said about Father Damien. were true, did 
not the publication of the alleged facts put 
Hyde in a far worse light than Damien? 
Mr. Henley expressly says that he writes 
of Stevenson from the standpoint of a man 
with a grievance. The grievance, so far as 
can be gathered from Mr. Henley’s article, 
consists in the fact that the popular con- 
ception of Stevenson is higher than the man 
deserved. Possibly such a grievance might 
justify a man in feeling somewhat irritated 
at the mistaken estimate which the public 
had formed, but did it justify an attack on 


It ie doubtful if Mr. Henley’s article will 
injure Stevenson in the slightest degree. 
Nearly every one will feel sorry that it was 
ever written, but the sorrow will be more 
for Mr. Henley than for Stevenson. The 
article will not change the opinion of a 
single human being as to Stevenson's char- 
acter or as to the merit of his books. It 
will, however, grievously disappoint those 
who had formed their estimate of Mr. Hen- 
ley from the enthusiastic way in which 
Stevenson wrote of him. It is Mr. Henley, 
not Stevenson, who will de hurt by the arti- 
cle. Doubtless Mr. Hehley wrote without 
any fixed purpose of injuring the memory 
of Stevenson. He simply wanted to relieve 
his mind, and he probably farmcied that in 
praising Stevenson as a conversationalist 
he atoned for his condemnation of Steven- 
son's books, and that his praise of Steven 
son in his younger and wilder days made up 
for the severity with which he spoke of 


“Shorter Catechist ’’—in 


other words, as a man with a strong sense 
of morality and duty. But the fact remains 
that the article was a niistake from begin- 
ning to end, and that the sooner it is for- 
gotten by the friends of Mr. Henley as well 
as those of Stevenson the better. , 


Let us turn to Mr. Henley in & more 
He has just issued a volume 
of poems which will do him great credit. 
He is a thoroughly original writer of verse— 
a true poet. He has a note that is distinctly 
his own. There is strength in nearly 
every poem that he writes, and inmany 
of them there is genuine beauty. I 
have seen some admirable verses from Mr, 
Henley’s pen, but the best things that he 
has ever written are in the present volume, 
I should like to yield to the temptation to 
quote some of them in justification of my 
opinion, but if any one cares for good fresh 
work in verse he will not fail to read Mr. 
Henley's volume. It fully justifies the opin- 
ion of him which Stevenson expressed in 
more than one of his letters. I do not like 
the cynicism of some of Mr. Heniley’s verses. 
Indeed, the note of cynicism pervades the 
greater part of them. But that is merely a 
matter of taste and has nothing to do with 
their poetical merit, 


The Anglo-Saxon Review has ceased pub- 
lication. The news was not unexpected, It 
was a sumptuous affair, but there are not 
many people who can afford to pay a guinea 
for a single copy of a magazine, and of those 
who can afford it there are few who care 
for magazines of the character of the Anglo- 
Saxon Review. It has certainly been ably 
conducted during its brief life, especially in 
view of the fact that its conductor had pre- 
viously been known only as a clever woman 
of fashion, and was wholly without experi- 
ence as an editor. The Review had a dis- 
tinct place of its own, and its disappearance 
will therefore be all the more noticeable. 
But this is the day of cheap periodicals, and 
we shall probably, never again see an at- 
tempt to maintain a magazine at the price of

Crampton’s Magazine has just changed 
hands.

Household Words has been bought by Mr. 
Ralph Hall Caine, who is variously said to

The representatives of all the American 
republics are in session at the City of Mexi- 
co.

A DIVIDED COURT. 

The Schley court of inquiry, instead of 
making one report, has made two. 
Admirals Benham and Ramsey find no good 
whatever in Rear Admiral Schley. They 
condemn him on eleven points. 
points Admiral Dewey concurs with them, 
on others he disagrees with them entirely, 
and says so in his minority report. 

The Admiral, disagreeing from the other 
members of the court, thinks the blockade 
of Cienfuegos was effective, that the pas- 
sage to Santiago was made with as much 
dispatch as possible, keeping the squadron 
together; that the blockade of that port 
was effective, and that Schley was the 
senior officer off Santiago in absolute com- 
mand and entitled to the credit due for the 
victory which resulted in the destruction of 
It is evident that in 
Admiral Dewey's opinion this outweighs 
any of the errors of judgment Schley may 


The two Rear Admirals refuse to give 
Schley the credit of that victory. A. 
setting forth specifically the things which, 
in their opinion, Rear Admiral Schley ought 
to have done but did not do, and ought not 
to have done but did do, say that his con- 
duct in the campaign was characterized by 
vacillation, dilatoriness, and lack of enter- 
prise. While alleging that he caused the 
squadron to lose distance in the loop of the 
Brooklyn, they do admit that his conduct 
during the battle was self-possessed and 
that he encouraged in his own person his 
subordinate officers and men. 

All the members of the court unite in the 
recommendation that, owing to the length of 
time which has elapsed since the war, no 
further proceedings be taken in the prem- | 
ises. This recommendation will not end 
the Schley case. 

It is unfortunate that the court could 
not have agreed. Whatever might have 
been the opinions of Americans concern- 
ing the merits of the case they would have 
accepted the declarations of a united court 
even had they been counter to those opinions. 
Where judges are unanimous there is little 
left for outsiders to argue on. 

But when a court is divided laymen 
bluntly accept the views of the majority. 
They study the personne! of the court to 
determine whether the opinion of two men 
is really entitled to more weight than the 
opinion of one man. ae ie 

Admiral Dewey's vote will count for 
more than that of one man on this pe- 
casion with most of his countrymen.

The public knows Admiral Dewey better 
than it does the two Rear Admirals on 
the court.

He won 
a decisive victory over the enemy, When 
he gives Schley the credit due for the

edge gained by practical experience in

Therefore, so far as the public is con- 
cerned this long controversy remains unde- 
ciied.

There is, however, yet another court to 
hear from before history pronounces a final 
judgment. That court is Congress. Had 
the court of inquiry been unanimous Con- 
gress would not have been inclined to go 
into this question. The disagreement of 
the court is its opportunity. The volumi- 
nous testimony which has been taken has 
been read carefully by many Senators and 
Representatives. They are familiar with 
the main points at issue.

already removed three-fourths of the 
tees of the fifteen State charitable ineti- 
tutions and has treated the three correc- 
tional and the five educational institutions 
in much the same fashion. In all this ac- 
tivity, however, and notwithstanding his 
preéiection pledges and his recent protesta- 
tions of sympathy for the merit idea, it is 
not even claimed that these changes have 
been made in order to secure higher capaci- 
ty. They have been made—often with glar- 
ing disregard of the interests of these in- 
stitutions—in order to build up not even a 
Republican but a personal machine 


Azide, too, from the fact that this ma- 
chine permits; exacts, and enjoys reguiar 
assessments upon State employés, it would 
be foolish to ignore the fact (1) that of the 
two and a quarter millions annually dis- 
bursed by these institutions, a large part 
goes for contracts, (2) that the secretary of 
the State Board of Charities, who is sup- 
posed personaliy to scrutinize these con- 
tracts, was forced upon the board by the 
Governor, and (8) that the board itselt— 
the last guaranty of the public heretofore 
concerning both the contracts and the cow 
duct of these institutions—has likewise 
been completely “ reorganized,” by his Ex- 


The public will nut miss the perfection 
of the combination thus effected—at the 
mércy of which stand not merely the tax- 
payers but, in the charitable institutions 
alone, over 2,000 employés and over 10,000 
wards of the State, the majority of the 
latter being practically disqualified by in- 
sanity from ever being heard in their own 


State institutions, and people outside ot 
Cook County, particularly in the neighbor- 
hood of these institutions, are quite as 
earnest on the subject as are people in this 
city. The next Legislature ought to be 
composed of unquestioned advocates of such

A DANGER IN DAY NURSERIES. 

A day or two ago Miss Jane Addams 
made a few remarks about day nurseries. 
In doing so she touched upon a difficulty 
which almost all charities occasionally en- 
counter. In the case of the day nursery 
this difficulty takes the shape of a real 


that a woman whose child would naturally 
keep her at home should find that if she left 
the child at the nursery she could go out 
and get work, so adding to the income of 
the family but adding also to a tendency 
that is wholly deplorable. That a married 
woman who has a baby in her care should 
labor by the day can seldom be regarded as 
anything but a misfortune. : 
To make it easy for her to work has three 
bad results.

States shows no decrease in the monthly

For the present year 
to date the total losses amount to 8154, 
559,472, as compared with $160,929,895 in 
1900.

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R. JOSE RIZAL, whose birthday has 
just been made a general holiday in 
the Philippine Islands by order of the 

: American authorities, would have 
been a notable man in any time and in 

any country. As the martyrrhero of the 

last insurrection against the dominiop of 

Spain he holds first place among the national 

heroes of the Filipino people, and the of- 

ficial celebration of his natal day is com- 
mended as a wise and tactful step on the 


part of the American Governor, 


Only 35 years old at the time of his death, 
Rizal had already won distinguished honors 
in many widely different lines. He was a 
great scholar, a physician and surgeon, who 
ranked with the most distinguished men of 
his profession in Europe, a poet whose verses 
retain something of their power and beauty 
even when translated into English, a linguist 
who had mastered half a dozen great 
lan , and, best of all, a patriot who 
gladly laid down his life in the struggle of 
his countrymen against the tyrannical and 


bloody rule of Spain. 


A few hours before he was shot to death 
by the merciless Spaniards he married a 
beautiful English girl, who, after his death, 
took the fleid as the leader of the rebellion, 
and, mounted on horseback, led the ragged 
‘forces of the natives in several successful 
battles with the Spanish troops. She was 
idolized by the Tagals, who called her their 
Joan of Are. At present she is living in 


retirement in Hongkong.
